Mutiny on board the Governor Raffles. 
We are concerned to state that a very 

scrious mutiny oecurred on board the Shi 
Governor Raffles, on ber passage from this 
Port to England, in consequence of which 
she was obliged to put into the Cape, from 
whence Captain King wrote an account of 
the circamslance to his owners, who have 


favored us with his letter from which we 
take the following particulars. 

The ship being about 200 miles from 
the South Point of Madagascar on the 9th 
November last, the Captain being below, 
at 2 A. M. heard a violent noise and con- 
fusion.on deck; he immediately ran up the 
Companion Ladder, to see what was the 
cause of it, but was met half way by a Ja- 
vanese Sailor, who struck him on the head 
and ‘knocked him down senseless.—T he 
Captain's servant had the presence of mind 
to bind vp the wound with a napkin, or 
his master would probably have bled to 
death, as the blood flowed very profusely. 
Fortunately, however, he recoveredin a few 
minutes, when be found himself in the Ga- 
bin with Mr. Otin, the first Oflicer, (severely 
wounded and senseless,) the second Officer, 
two Servants, two Seacunnies, (badly 
wounded,) and a Tindal slightly wouuded. 
All the Hatches were made fast ; they took 
down all the Musquets and Pistols, and 
while they were loading them, the Car« 
penter, two Seacunnies and thrce lascars 
came tò the after grating and. were admit- 
ted into the Cabin; they said the Javanete 
of tie watch below had got upon deck and 
made the fore-scuttle fast—and that the 
Carperiter had broke thtough the foremost 
bulkhead for them to make their escape 
aft…—Atdáy light in the morning (10th No- 
vember) the Captain and such others in 
the Cabin as were effective, armed them- 
selves, broke open the after-scuttle, and 
endeavoured te shoot the man at the helm, 
but could not succeed from the Javanese 
throwing down a quantity ef water and 
blocking the scuttle up again.—T hey then 
cut four holes through the Companen, by 
means of which they fired on deck,—ln 
this situation they saw some of the Java- 
nese throwing the cargo overboard out of 
the main Hatchway.—At about 8 in the 
morning they succeeded in breaking open 
the Companion and got upon’ déék'; they 
then drove all the Javanese before the 
mainmast, and begetrtoclear away the 
Quarter Deck Guns. Thé Sèrhing and five 
Yascars who, were on Deck. with the Jaya- 


nese now came aft and joined the Captain’s 


party, who learní from them that (he gun- 


ner, the cook, a seacunny, and four lascars: 


had been killed and thrown overboard. 
W hen the Javanese saw the guns loading 
they all went down the fore-seuttie with 


the exeeption of four of hém, who finding:

{hrown overboard; the others, eleven in 
number, then called out that they would 
surrender. They were accordingly taken 
and seven of them secured in lrons, the 
remaining four were put into the bost 
astern for want of more Îrons. 'Lwo others 
were missing who were said to have been 
wounded, and to have jumped overboard 
when the captain &c. came upon deck at 
first, At 3 past 3 P. u. ten ol the Javanese 
were sent adrift in the jolly boat, and the 
ofher four kept in Irons; when one of 
them was taken outof Irons he jumped 
overboard; at 4 p. Mm. hoisted the dopaails 
and prepared to dress the wounded. 


The ship arrived on the 27th Nov. at 
Table Bay, with only 24 hands left out of 
A8, with which they left Batavia, of these 
4 were Prisoners.

ARMY ESTIMATES. 

Lord Palmerston said, that in laying be- 
„fore the “Committee the Army lostimates 
for the present year, it would. scarcely 
‘be necessary for hìin to state more than what 
„wasthe caselast. year and the year before. 
On a general view, compared with. the last 
„year, the increaseof meh would be found to 
be 12,141 and 90,000/.in charge. Lu the 
änfantey an increase of 9,000 men, and an 
increased charge of 70.000/. He then webt 
through the several departments of the rc. 
giments in the East India Company's service, 
the troops‘dud cotnpranies for reêruiting ditto; 
“the embodied Militía,-in which thêre was dn 
‘ inerease of:17,0004. ; the Staff and Garrisons ; 
„the full pây for Military Officers; the half 
pay and military allowances; the In.Pen. 
„sioners of Chelsea and Kilmainham Hospi- 
fals; the Out. Pensioners of ditto; the Wag. 
gon ‘Frain, of which nine troops werv with 
the army in the Peninsula, and three troops 
at home, “He then came to the Miscellaneous 
‚Charges, im which he said there would ke an 
increase ia the amount of charge,of 151,0004, 
‚but then there were scrergl deductiors which 
would reduce the actual excess to:abdut 8C, 
PGOUË, on. the British establishment, and 
7,000l. an the Irish establishmeut. ‘Fhe Re. 
-gimêntat Establishment was higher this than 
it was last year. In the Commander in Chiefs 
OfBce, an increase in the Widows’ Pensions 
of.1,200/.; in the Foreign Corps an Increase 
of 90,000/.; in the Commissariat Departments, 
‚en account óf the addition to'the numbers, 
there was an ingrease of.expence amounting 
te 89;000/. The recruiting service had been 
more productive than:for* several years*past ; 
a diference in the ptan of recruiting had been 
adopted by employing a smaller number of 
officers fo superintend that business in the 
diflerent districts, which there was reason to 
kepe would be better managed: 760 regimen- 
al oficers arenow detached from that service ; 
ordinary recruiting for the last year proe 
duced 14,413 men; it had increased for the 
kast three or four years to that amount from 
9600. Last year, including Militia, we had 
‘atded 24,270 men to the army by voluntary 
enlistment.—lt was highly satisfactory to sce 
tha military ardaur of the country raisert in 
proportion to the circumstances of the times. 
The Noble Lord then explained the reasons of 
the difference in the return of casualties, which 
did not always account for the whole amount. 
The total number of men for last year, including 
Militia, recovered deserters, foreigners, 400 
Spaniards, “nd others, might be taken at 
39,762. Casualties were reckoned at 26,700— 
the total number, however, appeared to be 
above 29,000, leaving 2,700 unaccounted 
for. The accounts could not be framed im- 
mediately at the expiration of a certain period.

It might be 
Baid, that Gne-teoops at home werè destroyed, 
Aad bad: troops‘seut abroad, » The time that 
had been called polifically a new: era, was also 
anewera with:;the army. There was a Ca- 
valry Clothing Bogrd appointed, with the 
Duke of Cumberland at its head, whosgzee: 
solves were memorialised against by General 
Officers as absurd, and one of whose regyla 
tians was talled “inflicting a cap op ;$hie 
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cavalry.” One leading proposition was to 
deprive the dragoon of his boats! but the 
Duke of York afterwards cancelled the order, 


and dissolved the Board. ‘Phen came another 
Board, under Lord Harrington, rather more 
meritorious. As the former one would take 
‘away the dragoon’s boots, so the latter would 
deprive him of his breeches. Laughable as 
‘this seemed, it was the fact—the heavy dra. 
goon was to have white worsted pantaloons 
e(t laugh, and on homeservice, blue worst 
ed web pantaloons,—( Hear t )— These chan- 
ges increased the Coloncl of a regiment's pro. 
fits 7004, a years though the men would be 
Worse off hy 380/. A great expence was 
likewise to be incurred by the saddle-cloths, 
to please some idle, trumpery, paltry, and 
comtemptible taste; and this was to be pro- 
vided for out of savings in the saddlery, by 
introducing the worsted pantaloons. Allow. 
ances were te be made to Caloncls, who were 
to provide and keep up tlre miiffs, and other 
artieles of dress. He objected to the enor- 
mous expence of these things —An Oflicer’s 
jacket. cost him 234. his pelisse 214. and his 
pantaloons 4/.; his sands, cap, belt, &c. 604, 
This he learned from his tailor ; and his sad. 
dier informed him that the-horse farniture 
came to eight guineas. Altogether, the ex- 
pense was lIO8l,-—( Hear, hear!)

The following General Orders wero'is- 
sued at Frenada, on the 14th March. 
«& Head-quarters, Frenada, March 14, 1813. 
“The various Orders which have been ise 
sued at different times by the Commander of 
the Forces, to prevent the misconduct and 
outrages committed by the soldiers of the ar 
my, on their marches through the country 
have heen generally occasioned, immediately 
by some disaster that had occurred, and by 
the fall of one or more soldiers, in contests 
with the inhabitants, for the protection of that 
property of which the soldiers were desirous 
of depriving them. 

<<The Commander of the Forces, therefore, 
trusted that his repeated’ Orders: on this 
subject would have been obeycd, and partin 
eularly as they contain directions for tha 
adoption ‘of a line of conduct applicable to 
évery casé that can occur, which, if adopted, 
mist prove a remedy for the evil, aad must 
prevent the outrages complained of, aud their 
consequent misfortunes. 

<Ensign Ross, of the 92d, was brought 
before a Court Martial, for neglect of those 
Orders; and for which crime the General 
Court Martial, of which the Hon. Cotonel 
O'Callaghan is President, have seatenced that 
he should be reprimanded; and he is hereby 
reprimanded accordingly. 

“The Commander of thc’ Farces trusts, 
however, that the Officers of the Army will 
consider the object of the Orders, the neglect 
of which is now under consideration, and will 
find matives for attentling to them, in their 
desire to save the lives of their men, which 
might be wanting in the example before them, 
in the consequences of a neglect of those Ora 
ders.
